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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that Charlton fails to teach a 
throughbore passing entirely through the substrate. Applicants contend that the throughbore of Charlton does not pass through layer 
(20). The Examiner would like to point out that the claims recite that the throughbore passes entirely through the substrate, which has 
supportive material mounted thereon. In Charlton, the substrate is considered to be layer (12) and has a supportive material (layers 14, 
16 and 18) mounted to it. Both layers 14 and 18 have guides as recited in claim 1. A throughbore passes through both the substrate 
and the supportive layer having the guide. Applicants are correct in noting that the throughbore of Charlton does not pass through 
window layer (20). However, the claims require that the throughbore merely pass through the substrate and supporting layers having a 
guide. The claims do not exclude an additional layer with no throughbore, such as window layer (20). . 
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
